THE TRAGEDY AT CARBONDALE 


With the leader? and representatives of the Feder- 


ated' Labor organizations of the country in session in 
Cincinnati to discuss and formulate the plans and pol- 
icies of the American Federation of Labor for the com- 
ing rear, the country is startled by another outbreak oi 
violence in Illinois. Jhis time in the coal region m the 
southern part of the state on the property of the bouth- 
ern Illinois Coal Company, near Herrm. 


We Commented several week? ago upon the aetior 


of organized labor in Chicago, and the betrayal of th* 
cause of all organized wage earners throughout the en 
tire country, which results from the toleration of such 
criminal and unenlightened leadership as had permitted 
the industrial disorders which had recently occurred ul ' 
that city.. .Now come the dispatches from "Bloody Wil- 
liamson" county, giving account of another blot upon { 
the labor record's of that state and recalling the indus- 
trial warfare there in the early eighties. 


It is impossible at this time, with the 
foufhctmg 


stories and the disclaiming by both sides, of all respon- 
sibility for the outbreak of active warfare, to make aiiv 
.fair judgment of the justice of the case one way or an- 
other. But the fact which is- unanswerable, here a- in 
the trouble in Chicago, is that no cause will ever in th» 
long run, win out by violence in a democracy or anywhere 
else. The disregard for law and order, the resort^ t<-» 
violence Whatever the provocation, and the shooting 
down of men and women in cold blood is not only crim- 
inal but from a practical point of view it approaches in- 
sanity. 


Up to the present time the strike of the coal miner? 


has been characterized by a praiseworthy absence of vio- 
lence. -'A survey of the coal reserves shows that the 
i 


railroads are supplied for not more than sixty days, that 
industry will begin to feel the effects of the closing down 
of the mines inside of thirty days, or six weeks at most 
The jMpments of coal to the northwest must be under suffocated br an pipios on n 
wa7 
fon the Great Lakes before July loth, or there will 


be a shortage throughout that region during the coming 
winter. It will be absolutely necessary before long that 
a settlement be made, and in that settlement public sen- 
timent, safe for this outbreak in Illinois, would have 
been with the miners for the manner in which the strike 
had been conducted, if for no other reason. 


Every injustice and wrong committed by a member 


of a group intone locality affects that group at every 
other point. It arouses hatred and prejudice and ill 
will. It is a most disastrous thing for the strik- 
ing miners, and their calise that this massacre of the 
strike breakers at Herrm should 
occur just 
a~ 


a settlement of the whole coal situation becomes im- 
minent. 


It is hard that many, who are law abiding, should 


be forced to pay the penalty, in loss of public confidence 
and good will, which is inevitably incurred by the vio- 
'ence of the misguided or criminally minded few.
